CIA has advised that Nosenko will be available for interview by 
the Bureau sometime d uring the week of February 17t h and we plan on in- 
terviewing him as soon as practicable. He is now being maintained by 
CIA in a safe house in the Washington area and our interviews will be

Observations re CIA's Analysis 






CIA has been the only one dealing with Nosenko and they seem 
firmly convinced that he is a plant. However, Anatoliy Golitzyr has 
played a large part in influencing CIA’s analysis. While we must 
recognize CIA’s analysis has merit and may be correct, we should let 
the facts speak for themselves and should obtain whatever information 
Nosenko has" and then conduct a proper investigation. and thereafter 
come to our own conclusions as to his bona fides.
